Such is an accurate history of tho Origin, 
Rise, Progress and Fall of the Direct Glen- 
mutchkin Railway. 
It contains a deep moral 
if a in body has sense enough to see it; if not, 
I have a new project in my eye for the next 
season, of which timely notice shall be given.

W a sh in g to n, Dec. 8.—The Secretary of the 
navy to-diy sent the following letter to the 
Speaker of lite Hods?, wbicli lias been referred 
to Hic Committee on Appropriations: 
Under circumstances of present emergency 
I am compelled to ask that nu appropriation 
be made to cover th? expenses of putting the 
Iron-clad# aud cruise navy of the Uuited 
States in condition for immediate and uctive 
service. 
I have taken measures to put every 
available iron and wooden ship of our navy in 
condition for immediate duty. I have ordered 
ail sbipA of tho various squadrons within reach 
to rendezvous al Key West. 
I ain enlisting 
uieu to supply and fill up the crews of all our 
vessels. 
I have accumulated materials, pro­ 
visions and supplies for their maintenance 
and 
support 
and 
ordnance, 
ammuni­ 
tion 
and 
all 
weapons 
of 
naval 
warfare for their use. 
Tho circumstances 
which have constrained tho department to 
this unusual activity and consequent expendi­ 
ture are known to you and to the country. 
The fact that they occurred during the recess 
of Congress matte it necessary that I should 
myself assume the responsibility of prompt 
action, relying upon the wisdom and justice 
of the people an I their representatives for 
support. 
I have not as yet exceeded the ap­ 
propriations for the current year, but Hies# 
measures, with the cost of preparing, trans­ 
porting and concentrating everything neces­ 
sary to carry them out, have already almost 
exhausted tile money of the working bu­ 
reaus of the departm ent and thus they must 
be supplied at once ii the work Is to go on. 
Thecost of puttiugouriron-rluds in service,Hie 
work already undertaken and iii some Instances 
far advanced will ulso require a I irge appro­ 
priation. 
The amount required to reimburse 
the bureaus so as to carty them through this 
year and also to put all our available monitors 
in order will not ba less than $4,81)0,030; and 
lf our force is lo be increased, or if the pow­ 
erful double-turreted monitors Mianianomab, 
Monadnock and Puritan are to be put in con­ 
dition ter usefulness at least $1,033,000 mow 
will be required.

The Tribune, in yesterday’s issue, shows u; 
a spee'es of blackmail and heavy deadheadism 
which illustrates in a very striking way how 
far the practice has been carried, and how im 
measurably cheeky its professors have become 
It seems that Police Commissioner Smith lias 
been h the habit of “ beating” the manager 
of the opera at the Academy of Music out of 
from five lo ten tickets of admission per nitrht, 
aud disposing of them at his pleasure. 
The 
pretence upon which this was done was, that 
his policemen were detailed nightly to guar, 
the building, 
Ou the renewal of the usual de­ 
mand for tickets at the box-office, an evening 
or two since, the claim was met with a prompt 
and decided refusal. 
This irritated the gen­ 
tlemen of the shield, who thereupon notified 
Mr. Strakosch that no police would be on duty 
in the Academy that night: which threat was 
carried out. 
The ¡átense presumption of the 
demand will be seen when it Is remembered 
that the police force Is organized and pa«d for 
doing precisely the sort of duty for which they 
nsk and accept perquisites. 
What is done at 
one place of amusement is of course done at 
all others; the amount thus “ raised ” must he 
considerable In the way of cash received, as 
of course the tickets arc sold to others. Dead­ 
headism is a prevalent and tempting national 
vice. Like the frogs of Egypt it sticks its ugly 
face in everywhere. 
It dulls conscience, de­ 
grades manhood and turns its victims into 
pimps and cowards. From the half-fare clergy­ 
man down to members of Congress it demor­ 
alizes all whom it touches. 
Like the Oriental 
leprosy it is slow, hut sure death in tbo end. 
There i3 not a branch of the government 
which is not full of it; and from free tickets 
and passes to blnckmall, or hush-monoy, the 
step Í3 not great nor illogical 


The New Bond Issue was for $514,000, and 
comprised six series, the 13th, 14th, 151b, 16th 
17th and 18th.

I have takeu measures to put every 
available iron and wooden ship of our navy in 
coudition for immediate duty. I have ordered 
ail ships of the various squadrons within roach 
to rendezvous at Key West. 
I am enlisliug 
uien to supply and fill up the crews of all our 
vessels. 
I have accumulated materials, pro­ 
visions and supplies for their maintenance 
and 
support 
and 
ordnance, 
ammuni­ 
tion 
aud 
all 
weapons 
of 
naval 
warfare for their use. 
The circumstances 
which have constrained the department to 
this unusual activity and consequent expendi­ 
ture are known to you aud to the country. 
The fact that they occurred during the recess 
of Congress made it necessary that I should 
myself assume the responsibility of prompt 
action, relying upon the wisdom and justice 
of the people and their representatives for 
support. 
I have not as yet exceeded the ap- 
piopriatious for the current year, but thosa 
measures, with the cost of preparing, trans­ 
porting and concentrating everything neces­ 
sary to carry them out, have already almost 
exhausted the money of the working bu­ 
reaus of the department and thus they mu3t 
be t, polled at once it the work is to go on. 
Thec^-t of puttiugouriron-clads in service,the 
work already undertaken and iu some instances 
far advanced will also require a large nnpro- 
priation. 
The amount required to reimburse 
the bureaus so as to carry them through this 
year and also to pul all our available monitors 
iu order will not be les3 than $4,600,090; and 
if our force is to be increased, or if the pow­ 
erful double-turreted monitors Miantanomab, 
Monadnock and Puritan are to be-put in cou- 
ditlou for usefulness at least $1,000,000 more 
will be required. 
The Secretary had a long conference with 
the Committee on Appropriations to-day aud 
will have another to-morrow. 


OFFICIAL REPORT OF THE SANTIAGO MASSACRE. 


W a s h in g t o n ,Dec. 8.—In au official dispatch 
from Sautiago de Cuba Commander Braine 
reports that the shooli-ig of the Virginius pas 
scngers was done under order of Captain Gen­ 
eral de Rodas. Both sentences were approved 
by General Burriel. 
Only four were shot bn 
November 4th. 
Thirty-seven, Captain Fry 
and crew included, were shot on the 7th and 
twelve passengers on the 8lh. 
They were 
tried by a military and marine court-martial. 
They were held twenty-four hours before exe­ 
cution 
No tounsel for the defence was al­ 
lowed and the Consul was not informed of the 
trial. 
No interrogation of prisoners was al­ 
lowed during the trial. 
Captain Fry and crew 
were kept on board the Tornado. 
They were 
then taken to jail, iIrcir sentence was read 
and they were execute! the same morning. 
The trial was extremely secret. 
After con­ 
demnation the Unite! States Consul was al­ 
lowed so see Captain Fry In jail and this was 
only two hours before the execution. 
The 
areied guard was placed at the door of the 
consulate when the Captain and crew were 
passing by on the way to their execution. 


THE SPANIARDS IN CUBA COOLING DOWN. 


H a v a n a, Dec. 7 .—Captain General Jovellar 
authorizes the statement that the entire island 
is tranquil. 
He has uo doubt that all will be 
arranged peaceably and satisfactorily without 
the slightest difficulty.

relo. the Segundo Cabo who arrived here by 
the last steamer from Spain. 
Tne feeling of 
the people iu Havana is quieter and no dis­ 
turbance Í3apprehended. 
The disposition to 
comply wiih the mandates of the home gov­ 
ernment, and the obligations of tire treaty with 
the United States without farther discusión is 
becoming general. 
The general commanding at Santiago de 
Cuba in the absence of General Burriel, acting 
without orders, place! ninety-two of the Vir­ 
ginius prisoners aboard the Spanish man-of- 
war Bazin and sent them to C.enfugos. 
The 
few remaining prisoners were either too ill to 
be removed or being youtli3 of tender age had 
been set at liberty. 
The prisoners while at 
Santiago were well treated by the authorities 
and in no way molested by the populace 
When the Bazin reached Cienfugos her com­ 
mander announced by telegraph to Havana 
his arrival with the prisoners. 
Tbe Captaiu 
General answered by ordering the immediate 
return of theB.izan and prisoners to Santiago, 
where she must have arrived by this lime.

The nouse then took up Mr. MAYNARD’S 
disability bill.

Mr. GEORGE F. HOAR inquired whelbor 
the Committee ou Rules had a right to report 
such an act of general legislation.

The third section requires the Secretary of 
tho Treasury to cover into the Treasury all 
sum3 that may remain undrawn or that have 
been received as iucreased compensation and 
which sliall have or may come into hi3 posses­ 
sion by re;urn thereof. 
Mr. KASSON of Iowa, from the minority of 
the committee, submitted a report which was 
signed by himself and Mr. Jewett of Ohm 
Tiiey declare themselves unsatisfied with the 
bill reported and state their reasons therefor 
as being, first, that the emphaiic and contin 
ued expression of a great majority 
of the 
American 
people 
iu 
all 
forms 
should 
influence their judgment against an 
in 
crease of salaries should take the question of 
its repeal out of the field of debate. 
Second, 
that the depressed financial condition of the 
country requires economy in disbursements 
from the public treasury and especially m re 
spect to those of which members are them 
selves the beneficiaries. 
No public act would 
go further than this to establish the confidence 
of the people in tbeir representatives. 
Third, 
that the popular dissatisfaction with tho salary 
bill was chiefly directed towards the law 
makers who increased their own emoluments 
The President, however, wa3 part of the na 
tional legislative authority and to that office 
had been assigned much the largest increase 
of salary. 
The salary could not lawfully bo 
diminished during the current terra, but it 
could be reduced from the close thereof. 
The 
minority, however, deem it necessary to re 
cluce the Incidental allowances of the presi 
dential office so far as compatible with the care 
and safety of the public property. Theyrecom 
mend that all compensations increased 1)7 the 
act of the 3d of March, 1873, be C3tabllished 
at their former rates subject to Constitutional 
txception, excepting only the franking privi 
lege. 
The bill accompanying the report makes 
provisions to carry out these views. 
Mr. MAYNARD of Tennessee gave notice 
of ao amendment to suspend the salary bill 
during the Forty-third Congress instead of 
repealing It. 
Mr. POLAND of Vermont gave notice of 
substitute, which he thought would meet the 
popular demand. 
(Laughter.) The substi 
tule was read. It repeals so much of the sal 
aryact as increased the pay of Senators aud 
Representatives and fixes it at what it was 
immediately prior to that act. 
It requires 
that all moneys paid to Senators aud Repre 
sontatives of the Forty-third Congress nnder 
tho provisions of that act, whether for the 
Forty-secoud or Forty-third Congress, shall be 
charged aud reckoned as part payment of their 
compensation as members of the Forty-third 
Congress. 
(Laughter.) It requires the Treas­ 
urer of the Uuited Slate3 to mail to each mem 
her of the Fortv-second Congress who is not 
a member of the Forty-third' Congress and 
who received the additional compensation no­ 
tice informing him of tho repeal of the law 
aud requesting him to repay the diflerenco 
received by him into the Treasury. 
Mr. NIBLACK of Indiana said that as a mem 
bor of the committee he agreed to most of the 
propositions submitted by the minority, but 
dissented from some of them. 
In the course of a protracted discussion as 
to the disposition to be made of the bill Mr 
Garfield of Ohio recommended Hale to mov 
the previous queston and pass the bill at once. 
He recalled the long discussion which took 
place on a like subject 
tbo exclusion of 
other public business and suggested that tha 
House was prepared to vote at once on the 
simple repeal of the increase of the salary law 
Mr. KELLY of Pennsylvania asked Hale 
whether bis bill took efleet from the first day 
af the present Congress.

sir.-a an open field aud asks no fuvor.seeks no 
compromises, and ever faces the fight. She loves 
to soar, a9 the eagle, Into the clear, pure air, 
rejoicing in ber freedom. 
The discussion of 
truth—earnest and frank discussion—need not 
be feared. 
It Is a healthy 9ign w hen religious 
questions 
receive 
public consideration. 
Neither the letter nor the spirit of Christ’* 
teaching is opposed to controvert if the truth 
bo spoken in love. 
Truth is elicited in tho 
conflicts pf dlflerent minds. 
“ Ho that is first 
iii his own cause seemeth Just; Hut his neigh­ 
bor cometh ami teacloth him." 
It is with this convict!'m that I acknowledge 
the courtesy of Catholics In this community In 
Invitations extended to hear their distinguish­ 
ed speakers and in tho welcomes given mo in 
their assemblies. 
Having heard the lecture 
of Rev. Henry A. Brann, D. D., reported lo 
The Freeman, on the Evangelical Alliance, I 
propose lo examine It to-night. 
The sub­ 
stance of the lecture was admirably reported, 
giving a fair idea of it, though some of its 
most “ telling hits" were omitted. 
I cheer­ 
fully confirm what was report'll of tho elo­ 
quence of tho lecturer. 
Of the opening part of the lecture I think 
the differences of Protestants are exaggerated; 
that there exists a greater degree of unity 
titan the diversity of uames Indicate!. 
More­ 
over, I do pot think the union of all the 
churches into ©ne mighty organization con­ 
fronting the Roman Catholic Church would 
result in the more speedy overthrow of pagan­ 
dom, as the speaker suggests. 
Did the mis­ 
sionary labors of Zavier and others—men of 
heroic character—in India and China pro- 
duce this result ? Did the labors of those mis­ 
sionaries—men of ardent zeal an i devoted 
piety—who sought to plant the standard of 
the Cross on the St. Lawrence and on the 
shores of the great lakes and rivers of the 
west avail to the conversion of the pagans? 
And a still stronger objection against such a 
union is the plea that ii would remove the only 
plausible excuse for r fusing to do them (the 
Catholics) justice in Hie school question. 
God 
be praised if the vigilance of Hie dillercnt sects 
secured the preservation of the American sys­ 
tem of public schools. 
The lecturer claimed that tested by logic 
the Alliance was a failure, and his object was 
“ logically to dissect it In regard to its claims 
of union among the Protestants, opposition to 
infidelity 
and 
resistance to the Catholic 
Church.’’ The reverend speaker regards the 
teachings of the Alliance “ in regard to an in­ 
visible church which is not founded by an ex­ 
ternal organization as having something in 
common with the Catholic idea of the soul of 
the church.”

But can that be called one body 
which bad a Jesuit head, a stout pair of Wltra- 
m qatune bishop's legs, a lingo Cardinal stom­ 
ach and its nether part9 scraps from bare-foot 
Friars and other of the orders twice as numer­ 
ous as the toes and fingers cf the body? 
But the Alliance was a failure,as the dlssen-

Tho Alliance 
was no more to blame for the excess of zeal of 
same of its members than tho church of Rome 
for those of its priests occasionally manifest. 
And as to dissensions look at this fact—'.hat 
only three years have passed silica Hie V ati­ 
can Council was beld, an i in that lime the 
laity of that church have organized tho “ Old 
Catholic’’church, which to-day numbers in 
Prussia 22 fully constituted congregations, 
with 4,200 enrolled men; in Bavaria 33 con­ 
gregations arni 4,100 men; in Baden 27 con­ 
gregations and over 2,000 mcu. 
These rep­ 
resent 200,000 souls. As to the charges made 
against the Alliance I was surprised at (hat 
of its ignorance of Catholic theology and of 
its cause—the rejection as a rule’of books of 
Catholic theology. 
Afraid of Catholic logic I 
I bold in my hand letters from the librarian 
of Newton Seminary, one of the oftest of our 
seminaries, in w hich it appears that the best 
works of hundreds of Roman Catholic theolo­ 
gians are found, with constant additions, and 
from the librarian of Rochester, a graduate of 
Union Seminary in New York city, in which 
are between 2,000 and 3,003 vol*., aud in 
Rochester a vast number, to which students 
are referred and urged to make themselves fa­ 
miliar with their contents. 
More surprising 
still is the charge of traitorous foreigners lut­ 
eum* of their essays upon subjects op|M)st?d to 
American ideas.

It will make 
a vital difference if you should not believe I 
have taught that there are seveu sacraments; 
that some of these tacraineuta, as baptism, 
are necessary lo salvation; that bishops have 
authority over the laity; 
that there are 
p iie«t* whose words will *avo or d a n a ; and 
that good works are of great merit in man’* 
salvation. 
I am the truth incarnate, and have 
taught certain doctrines on these tilings that 
are so dear to me that I have committed them 
to authorized teachers, who alone must de­ 
cide and leach them. 
Attempt not to exer­ 
cise your private judgment. Beware af becom­ 
ing a Methodist, a Presbyterian, an Episcopal­ 
ian or a Congregationalist. 
Think not I am 
Indiflereul which; I could not lie and be God. 
Trust not in a nook, one word of which I 
never wrote, bul trust him my chief—whose 
instructions are infallible.”

The Newburgh Journal of Saturday evening 
last gives the following account of the slioot- 
íug of one of B uIIj Io Bill’s party in that city: 
“At about noon to-day, Water street, in the 
neighborhood of the Orange Hotel, ws3 the 
sceue of much excitement, caused by the 
shooting of Harry Mitchell, the lording actor 
belonging to the “ Scouts of the Plains," who 
give an exhibit ion at the Opera House this 
evening, by Isaac llcvt, a sou of .Sheriff James 
W. Hoyt, who has been living in Kentucky, 
but who has recently arrived in Newburgh. 
The shooting came from a dispute over a 
game. Mitchell, it seams, with Texas Jack 
and others, were engaged in throwing dice 
for drinks and cigars in the bar-room of the 
hot-1. Hoyt was allowed to get in the gamo 
and take his chances with tbe rest. It shortly 
appeared that one supposed lie was playing 
one game and the other another and different 
game. This le-l to a discussion which soon 
became animated, and from this to tbe foulest 
abuse of each other, each using the most op- 
probioas names and epithets to be found in 
the vocabulary. It became so heated that 
the bar-tender had to interfere and separate 
them, after which for a short time quietness 
reigned. Adjourning then to the office in the 
front part of the room, they renewel the 
wordy quarrel, anil Mitchell became intensely 
exasperated. Failing to contain himself, he 
•struck Hoyt a lerrib’e blow 011 the left cheek 
bone. Hoyt then in a fit of rage drew from 
his pistol pocket a small sized Smith & Wes­ 
son revolver, fined twice, one shot taking effect 
in Mitchell 8 right arm and the other lodging 
in the ceiling. The two men were then se­ 
cured and taken before Justice II. C. Mill- 
spaugh, Acting Recorder. 
While here Dr. 
Smith Ely was called and examined tbe 
wounded man. He found the ball had entered 
the right arm In front aboat three inches be­ 
low the shoulder and taking a direct course 
to the back of the arm, where it bulged up 
the skin, but did not go through. Tbe ball 
was extracted, the wound sewed up and 
Mitchell, concluding to prefer no charges 
against Hoyt, who was in the custody of an 
officer. the matter wa3 dropped. Mitchell 
went to the hotel and Iloyt was let go.”

“ Roman Catholic Logic and the Evan­ 
gelical Alliance.*1 
The following is a synopsis of the sermoo 
delivered on the aliove subject by Rev. James 
Cooper at the Rondout Baptist Church on 
Sunday evening last: 
Taking his text from Philipplaus 1, XV— 
XVIII, the reverend gentleman said-.Truth de­ 
sires an open field aud asks no favor,seeks no 
compromise#, and ever faces the fight. She loves 
to soar, as the eagle. Into tbe clear, pure air, 
rejoiciog in her freedom. The discussion of 
truth—earnest and frank discussion—need not 
be feared. It la a healthy sign when roligieus 
questions receive public consideration.— 
Neither the letter nor the spirit of Christ’s 
teaching is opposed to controversy if the truth 
be spoken in love. Truth is elicited in the 
conflicts of dlflerent minds. “ He that is first 
in his own cause seemeth Just; but his neigh­ 
bor cometh and teachcth him.” 
It is with this conviction that I acknowledge 
the courtesy of Catholics in this community in 
invitations extended to hear their distinguish­ 
ed speakers and in tiie welcomes given mo in 
their assemblies. Having beard tbe leclure 
of Rev. Henry A. Brann, D. D., reported in 
The Freeman, on the Evangelical Alliance, I 
proposa to examine it to-night. Tbe sub­ 
stance of the lectura was admirably reported, 
giving a fair idea of it, though some of its 
most “ telling hits” were omitted. I cheer­ 
fully confirm what was reported of tho elo­ 
quence of the lecturer. 
Of the opening part of the lecture I think 
the differences of Protestants are exaggerated; 
that there exists a greater degreo of unity 
than the diversity of names indicates. More­ 
over, I do not think the union of all the 
churches into »ne mighty organization con­ 
fronting the Roman Catholic Church would 
result in the more speedy overthrow of pagan­ 
dom, a3 the speaker suggests. Did the mis­ 
sionary labors of Zavier and others—men of 
heroic character—in India aud China pro­ 
duce tliis result? Did the labors of those mis­ 
sionaries—meu of ardent zeal and devoted 
piety—who sought to plant the standard of 
the Cross on the St. Lawrence and on the 
shores of the great lakes and rivers of the 
west avail to the conversion of the pagans? 
And a still stronger objection against such a 
union is the plea that it would remove the only 
plausible excuse for r fusing to do them (the 
Catholics) justice in the school question. God 
be praised if the vigilance of the diflercnt sects 
secured the preservation of the American sys­ 
tem of public schools. 
The lecturer claimed that tested by logic 
the Alliance was a failure, and bis object was 
“ logically to dissect it in regard to its claims 
of union among the Protestants, opposition to 
infidelity and resistance to the Catholic 
Church.” The reverend speaker regards the 
teachings of the Alliance “ in regard to an in­ 
visible church which is uot founded by an ex­ 
ternal organization as having something in 
common with the Catholic idea of tbe soul of 
the church.” But he must have overlooked 
the fact of a recent cbaugc In the Catholic 
idea. 
In the Pope’s letter to the Emperor 
William he says: “ I speak in order to fulfill 
one of my duties, which consists in telling the 
truth to all, even to those who are no Catho­ 
lics; for every one who has becu baptized be­ 
longs in some way or other * ' * * to the 
Pope ” Ttie argument of the lecturer to prove 
that the theory of the Alliance in regard to 
unity is wrong rests upon tbe premiso that as 
an historical fact “ Christ organized a body to 
Ilis church, appointed its chief and subordi­ 
nates, and told them to explain His doctrines 
and administer His sacraments.” Such an or­ 
ganized body, with authority to bold His truth 
coherent and consistent, was a necessity. 
“ The original deposit of revelition,” though 
“guarded by a chosen people aud select priest­ 
hood,” failed “as soon as Moses was out of 
sight” prevent Ilis people from adulter­ 
ating of Ilis doctrines—from forgetting them 
entirely to worship idols. 
“Are we to sup­ 
pose that,” knowing this fact, “the law­ 
giver 
of 
a new 
dispensation 
has 
not 
tlio 
wisdom 
of 
a 
common 
legislator?” We cannot suppose that “ Ho 
who came to teach the truth ” failed to im­ 
part such authority to the chief ruler of his 
body as left him helpless to re3traiu “ the natu­ 
ral proneness ” of men “ to rebel, to err. to 
exaggerate aiul misrepresent.” There could 
be no unity of the truth. What the lecturer 
describes as “ the doctrine of the Alliance ” 
is not caricature, but is the application of the 
argument called reductto ad absurdum to the 
Protestant doctrine of the right of private 
judgment. But it will bo of interest to know 
what the Catholic Church teaches concerning 
what Christ has committed to her keeping.— 
Let me apply the key to what he represented 
as the doctrine of the Alliance: 
“ My friends, I am God, vour Redeemer; I 
have lived among you for thirty-three years, 
and have preached to you for three years. 
Here are my apostles; the chief is tMs man 
Peter. I have sent them to teach you and 
promised to remain with them and their apos­ 
tolic successors till the end of tbe world. 
You mnsLimplicitly obey them; they are in­ 
fallible. in a few years one of them will write 
a book; they will write other books, so that 
in one hundred years you will have my doc­ 
trines in the New Testament. Yon mast not 
rend that book—not one man for himself. If 
you read it you will give yourself trouble, and 
will not agree as to its meaning. It will make 
a vital ditlerence if you should not believe I 
have taught that there are seven sacraments; 
that some of these sacrameuts, os baptism, 
are necessary to salvation; that bishops have 
authority over the laity; that there are 
priests whose words will savo or damn; ami 
that good works are of great merit in man’s 
salvation. I am the truth incarnate, and have 
taught certain docirines on these things that 
are so dear to me that I have committed them 
to authorized teachers, who alone must de­ 
cide and teach them. Attempt not to exer­ 
cise your private judgment. Beware t*f becom­ 
ing a Methodist, a Presbyterian, an Episcopal­ 
ian or a Congregationalist. Think not I am 
Indifferent which; I could not be and be God. 
Trust not in a Dook, one word of which I 
never wrote, but trust him my chief—whose 
instructions arc infallible.” 
But does it logically follow from tkp histor­ 
ical fact of the existence of a Roman Catholic 
Church as an organized body and professedly 
based on the scripture that the theory of the 
Alliance in regarJ to a union of Protestants is 
wrong ? I will admit the historical fact with 
what is claimed of its unity for the sake of 
argument. Th¡3 church stauds in its grand­ 
eur and authority among men. Its decisions 
are obeyed by rulers and peoples. But there 
comes a time when signs of restlessness under 
its authority appears, disaffection spreads and 
men revolt against its supremacy. 
Denials 
are hpard of its scriptural foundation ard men 
begin to search the sacred writing#. 
The 
rulers in the church put forth tbeir power to 
crush the rebellion, but in spite of bond3 and 
prisons and rack3 and tbe autodafes Protes­ 
tants successfully resist. Men exercise tbe 
right of searching the Bible and diflerent men 
in different places, each for himself, follow the 
lnes of truth and roach Important results.— 
Proclaiming their convictions others are con­ 
vinced of the unscriptnral basis of the Roman 
Catholic Church and of its errors. Churches, 
sects gradually arise—each holding some 
special truth. At leDgth there comes a time 
when intelligent men in these different sects 
by comparing their view3 find they are united 
in all the truths essential to salvation.— 
They agree among themselves on tho 
basis 
of 
union 
in 
these 
truths 
to form as Christian men an organiza­ 
tion for mutual good and by means of the 
truths already possessed to see if there are not 
other truths concerning which they may becorno 
agreed. Thi3 was the origin of tbe Evangell- 
cal Alliance. Am I to be told that this theory 
of union among Protestants—a union of Chris­ 
tian men, not churches—is wrong? Why,this 
unity ceased to be a theory thirty years ago. 
Aud* wheu last October It met In New York it 
proved its right to the ase of tbe motto, “ Wc 
urc one body in Christ.” They could say of 
themselves what Paul said of himself, “Never­ 
theless we live; yet not we but Christ lives in 
us and tho life which we now live in the flesh 


ws live by faith In the Son of God, who loved 
ns and gave himself for us.” 
^ 
Bat tbe lecturer contrasts tbeTTllance with 
the Vatican Council, to the disparagement of 
the former. The Vatican Council was not a 
council of the church but of the Hierarchy of 
the church. Tbe priests and the laity were not 
represented in it. But the Alliance, it is said, 
was not one body becanse of the different de­ 
nominations which were represented by promi­ 
nent members. But can that be called one body 
which bad a Jesuit bead, a stout pair of Vilra- 
mq itane bishop's legs, a huge Cardinal stom­ 
ach and its nether parts scraps from bare-foot 
Friars and other of the orders twice as numer­ 
ous as the toes and fingers cf the body? 
But the Alliance was a failure.a3 the dissen­ 
sion* which followed It show. Tbe Alliunee 
was no more to blame for the excess of zeal of 
some of its members thau tho church of Rome 
for those of its priests occasionally manifest. 
And as to dissensions look at this fact—that 
only three years have passed since the Vati- 
cm Council was held, ani in that lime tho 
laity of that church have organized tlio “ Old. 
Catholic ” church, which to-day numbers in 
Prussia 22 fully constituted congregations, 
with 4,200 enrolled men; in Bavaria 33 con­ 
gregations and 4,100 men; in Baden 27 con­ 
gregations and over 2,000 meu. These rep­ 
resent 200,000 souls. As to the charges made 
against the Alliance I was surprised at that 
of its ignorance of Catholic theology and of 
its cause—tbe rejection as a rule’of books of 
Catholic theology. Afraid of Catholic logic! 
I hold in my hand letters from the librarian 
of Newton Seminary, one of tbe oldest of our 
seminaries, in which it appears that the best 
works of hundreds of Roman Catholic theolo­ 
gians are found, with constant additions, and 
from the librarian of Rochester, a graduate of 
Union Seminary in New York city, in which 
are between 2,000 and 3,009 vols., aud in 
Rochester a vast number, to which students 
are referred and urged to make themselves fa­ 
miliar with their contents. More surprising 
stiil is the charge of traitorous foreigners l>e- 
cau.se of their essays upon subjects opposed to 
American ideas. But they were appointed to 
do this very thing by the American committee. 
They brought strange arguments, but they 
bore with them to their homes impressions 
concerning the freedom of religion here which 
will boar glorious fruit in the future.

It wa3 decided at a meeting of citizens held 
on Friday to lay the corner-stone of the Po’- 
keepsie Bridge on the 17th in3t. and a com­ 
mittee was appointed to make the necessary 
arrangements. This committee met on Sat­ 
urday morning and decided to extend to the 
Masonic fraternity an invitation to lay the 
corner-stone. They also decided to send in­ 
vitations to be present to the executives of the 
states of New York, Pennsylvania, Massachu­ 
setts and Connecticut, to J. Edgar Thompson,

A taint of bai baric blood is s ill apparent 
In tho veins of o u r people, w hich is especially 
made evident by the manner In which they 
dress, aud are willing to receive their poultry. 
Custom long established becomes n law, and 
such laws aro more difficult of revision than 
those of recent enactment though made by 
higher authority. 
The custom of some tribes 
among barbarous nations of cating rat? flesh, 
and of others of allowing it to be In an a d ­ 
vanced stage of decomposition beforo it is 
thought lit for food, though offensive to the 
taste of civilized people, only shows the pow­ 
er of a habit or cu sto m th at bas been strength­ 
ening through many generations. 
There are a variety of cansos that greatly 
modify the character and flavor of flesh food, 
such as the food given the animal while fat­ 
tening aud the treatment of the animal after 
death. 
In England It is customary often to 
haag game tilt decomposition Is so far ad­ 
vanced that the leg by which it Is hung sep­ 
arates. 
Travelers in Canada from the states 
often complain that the meat at the hotels Is 
generally tainted. 
Iu all animals after death, 
decomi>osition lakes placo earliest In those 
tissues that are most highly organized. 
Thus 
we find that the intestines, the blood viscera 
decompose much sooner than tho muscles and 
fatty tissues. * For this reason all animals lo 
be used for food should be well bled and tho 
intestines removed as soon as possible. 
Few 
persons would think a calf, sheep or pig prop­ 
erly dressed if sent to market without hnving 
its intestines aud other viscera removed, and 
persons eating such meat would with great 
propriety complain that the flesh had been 
tainted by their presence; yet this is the con­ 
dition in which all of the poultry is found that 
comes to us, and the condition which is de­ 
manded by our marketmen in this state; es­ 
pecially in New York city. 
We noticed a few 
days since in directions given by one of our 
commission dealers iu poultry for its looper 
preparation for market that “ .he head and 
fat should be left on and that it should not bo 
drawn.” 
Why such barbarous and disgusting 
directions should be given when these same 
persons well know that thousands of pounds 
of poultry aro each year thrown away and 
condemned ss uullt for food, simply because 
it has been tai ut cd aud spoiled by the pres­ 
ence of the intestine!. 
Such meat is not only 
disgusting to think of, but positively poison­ 
ous as food, aud there Is little doubt that many 
cases of lever of typhoid character are d rect- 
ly caused by eating poultry that is unsound 
and infused. 
Ail poultry offered in the mar­ 
kets of Boston, Worcester, Springfield and 
Bri Igejiort is drawn, (or was a few years ago 
a lieu the writer visited those places,) aud it 
would be as unusual a thing lo Ibid there au 
undrawn fowl as it would hero to St e ours 
properly dressed. . 
It would truly be a sanitary measure for 
our legislature to pass a law prohibiting un­ 
drawn poultry being sold in Hie market. Such 
un act would uol only, iii many cases prevent 
loss lo producers by spoiling, hut would ef­ 
fectually prevent the vicom a lid covetous one i 
from foaling their poultry jUit beton* slaught­ 
ering, iu order to increase their weight.

In ihe veins of our people, which Is especially 
made evident by the manner in which they 
Ure33, aud are willing to receive their poultry. 
Custom long established becomes a law, and 
such laws are more difficult of revi3iou than 
thoso of recent enactment though made by 
higher authority. 
The custom of some tribes 
among barbarous nations of eatiog raw flesh, 
and of others of allowing it to be In an ad­ 
vanced stage of decomposition beforo it is 
thought lit for food, though offensive to the 
taste of civilized people, only shows the pow­ 
er of a habit or custom that has been strength­ 
ening through many generations. 
There are a variety of causes that greatly 
modify the character and flavor of flesh food, 
such as the food given the animal while fat­ 
tening and the treatment of the animal after 
death. 
In England it i3 customary often to 
hang game tilt decomposition is so far ad­ 
vanced that the leg by which it is hung sep­ 
arates. 
Travelers in Canada from the states 
often complain that the meat at the hotels is 
generally tainted. 
In all animals after death, 
decomposition takes place earliest in ihose 
tissues that are most highly organized. 
Thus 
we find that the iutostiues, the blood viscera 
decompose much sooner than the muscles and 
fatty tissues. • For this reason all animals to 
be used for food should be well bled and tbo 
intestines removed as soon as possible. 
Few 
persons would think a calf, sheep or pig prop­ 
erly dressed if sent to market without having 
its intestines aud other viscera removed, and 
persons eating such meat would with great 
propriety complain that the flesh had been 
tainted by their presence; jet this is the con­ 
dition in which all of the poultry is found that 
come3 to u?, and the condition which is de­ 
manded by our marketmen in this state; es­ 
pecially in New York city. 
We noticed a few 
days since in directions given by one of our 
commission dealers in poultry for its proper 
preparation for market that “ the head and 
fat should be left on and that it should not be 
drawn.” Why such barbarous and disgusting 
directions should be given when these same 
persons well know that thousands of pounds 
of poultry are each year thrown away and 
condemned os uulit for food, simply because 
it has bean tainted aud spoiled by the pres­ 
ence of the intestines. 
Such meat is not only 
disgusting to think of, but positively poison­ 
ous as food, aud there is little doubt that many 
cases of fever of typhoid character are direct­ 
ly caused by eating poultry that is unsound 
and tainted. 
All poultry offered in the mar­ 
kets of Boston, Worcester, Springfield and 
Bridgeport is drawn, (or was, a few years ago 
when the writer visited those places,) and it 
would be as unusual a thing to tiud there du 
undrawn fowl as it would here to see ours 
properly dressed. . 
It would truly be a sanitary measure for 
our legislature to pass a law prohibiting uu- 
drawn poultry being sold in the market. Such 
an act would not only, in many cases prevent 
loss to producers by spoiling, but would ef­ 
fectually prevent the vicious and covetous ones 
from feeding their poultry just before slaught­ 
ering, in order to increase their weight.
